Cadmium Found in Zinc Ores. 
Cadmium, a metallic element discov­ 
ered in 1817 by JStromeyer, Is not 
found native, hut occurs as tile sul­ 
phide in the mineral greenooklte, and 
in association with zinc orcs. 
Green- 
ocklte is found in Bohemia and in 
Hungary, and atso in Lehigh county*, 
Pennsylvania, but in lop small quan­ 
tities to lie of commercial importance. 
Cadmium ta a constituent of most zinc 
ores, and as it is more volatile than 
zinc it passes over first, in tile reduc­ 
tion of such orcs, as cadmium oxide. 
Tills is collected, mixed with charcoal, 
arid Hie mixture heated in iron tulles, 
from which the cadmium distills over 
in a more or less Db pure state. 
In 
order to purify it, the metal la redis­ 
tilled and the product dissolved in 
hydrochloric add, from which solution 
metallic cadmium is precipitated with 
zinc. 
Most of tile cadmium of com­ 
merce comes from Silesia, but small 
quantities are produced In the Joplin 
(Mo.) district.

standing in all state government. 
F o r thirteen years. 
Miss 
Roach 
worked toward her goal, not p ar­ 
ticularly of cashier, she says, hut 
toward 
actual 
success. 
And 
she 
stayed in the one branch of stat** 
government to m ake it, despite th* 
changing 
adm inistrations.
